@e Since 18 December 1949, all Bulrarian Fr vtier Guards have been reportedly 
controlled by the Bulsarian Commmist Party and MVD personnel, The reported 
reason for this action is that the Bulgarian authorities fear an increased 
infiltration of Tito agents, and also to prevent the flight of refurees from 
the countrye 


$e Sabotage activities within Bulzaria have reportedly increased in number. 
In this connection, several airplanes were recently destroyed by explosives 
and a runway at a new air base near Nevrokop was blown ups 
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
